Je was stated iv the preamble 
» tha report of the Committee 
that thay had received sixty-five 
letters from-varionus shopkeepers 
and other tenants, acd for the most 
part these contained useful critic- 
isms and suggestions, which were 
embodied in the recommendations 
oftheCommittee. It was pointed 
ont that the expansion of New 
Kowloon waa such that any 
aoplication of thé Bill to this part 
of the Colony would have a 
@irect effect in checking the 
asheme of development that was 
being carried out. “Thers can

The welcome respite from 
Cabinet orisea and Reichstag 
squabbles has cleared the air for 
a. while in-Germany and it is 
possible to-day ta discover 
already tangible results of an 
effort made to fulfil the con- 
ditions imposed by the Eutonte 
ultimatum, writes the Berlin 
correspondent of the Obyerver.

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METHODS OF NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 


Some months ago the Imperial Defence Cummittee 
appointed a special committee to report upon the merits of 
the different types of warcraft. a circumstance that gave 
rise to aut extensive discussion in the Tins on the question 
of battleship cers: submarine. in which several ofticers of 
Flag rank and’a number of other correspondents particip- 
ated. On both sides emphatic opinions were expressed. 
Sir Percy Scoti--that champion of the under-water craft-— 
damning the Big Ship all ends up. while many and 
experienced advoeates of the latter were able to’ adduce 
columns of evidence in favour of retention. ‘The report of 
the committee has been expected for some time. but evident- 
ly that body is investigating the question with great care. 
and, considering the issues involved, both from the stand- 

_ point of defence and of expenditure. the average Britisher 
will not quarrel with the committee for refusing to be 
hurried. There is a fairly general itnpression, rethforved 
by the procedure of the otner great maritime Powers, that 
‘the decision will be against scrapping the super-Dread- 
notght: but at present the question remains in abeyance. 

Ttis only natural that at such a time the types of 
naval arthament should be receiving attention from the 
leading technical bodies. especially as the [mperial Con- 
ference is considering the problem vf Empire defence, and 

considerable interest therefore attaches to some papers 
that have recently been read before the Institution ot Naval 
Architects. Two of-the qost notable have been contributed 
by Sir Eustace d'Eyncourt, Director of Naval, Construction, 
and Sir Philip Watts. his predecessor in that office, both of 
whom are clearly on the side of the battleship. The 
particular point to which they addressed themselves is the 
most efficient method of protection from subinarine attack. 
Naturally. the issue is of a highly technical character, 
which will not diminish .its interest to this Colony. whose 
leading industry and geographical situation render 
it weil qualified to appreciate the matters under 
discussion___Some authorities hold that no method of 
constructing a ship's bull can secure effective provision 
against under-water attack. others propose devices which 
differ fundawentally from each other. u 
' OF these methods the. two chief appear to be those 
advocated respectively by Sir Etistace d'Eyncourt and’ Sir 
Philip Watts, the difference of opinion between them being, 
centred around the effectiveness of -the system of “ bulge 
protection” adopted by the Navy. It is common ground 

t. . that in the casé of vessels already completed. which, when 
damaged by submarine attack, would be deficient in 
stabilty, the fitting of bulges is undoubtedly beneficial. 

’ Sir Enstace, however, believes that the principle and value 
of the bulge apply equally to the case of new ships under 
construction, both un account of the protection al orded 
under water, and because of the extra stability given by 
the bulge if, in spite of its protection, the’ submarine suec- 
ceeds in effecting serious damage. Sir Philip, on the other 

* hand, contends that new ships should be fitted without 

- anything in the shape of a bulge, because the extra 
stability can be gained by accepting the beam embodied in 
the-fitting of a bulge and carrying it upwards in a more or 
less vertical line. While the rivals methods give en equal 
amount of protection, it is claimed for Sir Philip’s plan 
that, by making the beam broader above water as well as 
below, the. metacentric height of the ship is increased and 
. ite stability thereby added to, the examples of the Hood, the 
Queen Elizabeth, and: other leviathans being quoted in 
“support. - While warships have still-to be built it is as 
well that these questions should be thoroughly considered. 


A Clear Case. : _ 
One of our Chinese campositors 
came.to us yesterday afterqcon 
in a very worried framé of mind. 
After a good deal of the usual 
baating about the bush we found 
that the man was in sorry plight 
in connection with his house rent. 
If the Government needs any con 
vinoing that the Bilt which is 
coming up again for consideration 
next Thursday is urgently re- 
quired we thiok that the story 
which follows will supply’ ‘it. 
This workman-one of the class 
on which this Colony is vitally 
dependent—has, with his mother 
and family, been living in a house 
‘in Tai Ping Shan Street for the 
past 17 years. The floor they 
occupy—-the. ground tloor—has 
‘been rented to them for $20 per 
month all that tima. The pro- 
perty did not apparently change 
hands and their landlord was a 
just man, A few weeks ago the 
block of houses was sold and 
that was very quickly followed by 
a notice tathe effect that the rent, 
instead of being $20 per month 
would ba §3T per month. “That 
was bad enough in all conscience 
but tho new Iandlord—it is really 
a landlady—bad, apparently, 
roade a mistake for a second 
notice was served saying that 
in future the rent would 
be $50 per month. It seemed 
useless to protest and the poor 
little family was worried to dis- 
traction. Within the past fow 
days a further letter has been 
received from a well-known frm 
of British lawyers in the Colony 
saying that on and after Jaly sth 
the rent will, in accordance with 
the former rotice, be $50 per 
month, And the letter proceeds: 
—"We are now instructed to 
remind you of such notice and to 
inform yon that she (the landlady) 
will strictly enforce ber rights 
under such notice.” Now what 
does the Government think aboat 
that? Ancinerease of 150 per 
cent. is demanded jus: because 
the property has been soid. We 
strongly advised our workman to 
take absolately no notice of the 
matter and to wait quietly until 
next Thursday when he will have 
legislative protection against 
such extortion—at least we, and 
the whole of the Chinese in the 
Colony (with the exception of the 
landlord class) hope that he will 
have protection. The notices and 
the letter are in ear office open to 
inspection and the facis are jus 
aa we have stated them. Could 
there be any stronger argument 
in favour of the Government's 
Bill than this specific instance? 


Why Exaggerate ? 


Why is it that when people get 
away trom the Far East and 
begin to talk about its wars and 
customs they always incline to 
exaggeration? It wouldn’t mat- 
tar so much if sach exaggeration 
were alwaya confined to descrip- 
tions of native customs and such- 
like oriental novelties, but there 
is a habit of over-painting the 
East in almost every particular.

Considering thateach 
censor has « different point of 
view as to what is rigbt and 
proper, the result is somewhat 
distressing to the exhibitor. 
After the official “government 
censor has deleted from films any- 
thing that treats of murders, 
criminals, hold-ups. gang rob 
beries, masked mea, maltreating 
women and excessive love scenes, 
the policeman on the beat has his 
chance at the picture. Recently 
an “action filrs” of the Fairbanks 
type was considered “unfit” and’ 
entirely banned. Many- protests 
have been made to the govern- 
ment, but without. producing 
results, says Fisher, as officials 
explain their censorship on the 
ground that it is not desired to 
teach natives to do such things 
as ete bacned inthe films.” Mr. 
Pisher is not unknown in Hong- 
kong and someof our readers wil] 
possibly join with us ia wondering 
why he should have painted the 
censorship in Singapore in quite 
such lurid colours. It isn’t a 
compliment. to either Singapore 
or Mr. Fisher. Therais, possibly,

background. Just inside the gate 
was another decoration, bearing 
the inscription “Duke of 
Edinburgh's Own Regiment. 
Trones Wood.” The Batralion 
was under the command of Lient. 
Col. Wyndham and was formed 
up on the parade ground in three 
sidea of a sjcare. Lieut-Col. 
Wyndham read an account of the 
operations at Trones Wood and 
shortly afterwards Mfajor-Gen 
Sir G. Kirkpatrick, ©. C. B, 
K.C.S.1., accompanied by Col. 
Nicholson, D. A. A. Q. M.G., and 
Lieut. Fisher, A. D.C. arrived, 
receiving the general salote. The 
King’s Colours and the Regiment. 
al Flag were then saluted, tha 
band playing the Marsailaise, 
Role Brittanta and the National 
Anthem. 

Addressing the parade, Major- 
Gen. Kirkpatrick said to correct- 
ly understand what was the 
meaning. of these celebrations 
to-day let thern think first of the 
story of their regiment. secondly 
of the signification of celebrations 
such as this, and thirdly of what 
the significance of what they 
had jast gone through symbolised. 
Fiva years ago the Battalion took 
part ina great battle aud one of 
the engagements was Trones 
Wood. The Battalion, oarly 
in the morning, advanced 
to the attack after previous 
assaults had failed and by skillful 
leadership and gallant conduct 
oo the part of all ranks obtained 
possession of Trones Wood and 
an important locality. Having 
got there by ten o'clock in the 
morning they were subjected to 
very. severe fire. Nevertheless, 
they hold it throughout that day 
and, in spite of beary casualties, 
until the dawn of the 9th, when 
they were relieved. Major-Gen. 
Kirkpatrick referred tothe Battal. 
ion’s record in the Peninsula War, 
India, China and South Africa. 
He then went of to speak of the 
significance of the celebrations. 
He said that they as one of the 
King regiments had acontinoous 
life. It followed that this con- 
tinuous life of the Battalion in all 
ranks and in all its actions was 
dependsot on its esprite de curps, 
its gallantry and above all loyalty 
to their country and their 
King. The speaker urged them 
té live up to the proud record of 
their past. Whst was meant by 
the ceremonisl, which they 
had just passed through 
be continued? In the first 
place they had saluted the King’s 
Colours, which showed their de- 
votion to their King; in a Regi- 
ment they testified their loyalty 
to His Majesty. It showed that 
they considered themselves true 
soldiers of the Kiog and that they 
meant to live up to the traditions 
their forefathers had built uo, that 
they meant to maintain the proud 
traditions of their native county 
and their territorial associations. 
In saluting the Regimental Col- 
ours they signified their service 
and duty to the Regiment and 
they signified their’ intention to 
prove that they were worthy 
of the ‘traditions handed down 
to them .and, further, that 
they would hand down a 
worthy and great tradition to 
those who came after. That 
seemed to him to be the main 
spirit of the celebrations to-day. 
Referring to the memorial service, 
the speaker said firstly they 
showed that théy reverenced and 
cherished the memory of these 
comrades who fell at Troneg 
Wood and secondly that they 
recognised the Supreme Being 
who, when they were fighting 
for the right, would give them 
victory. They signified to their

"’ COMBUSTION ENGINES. 

The following is the officiaLer 
scription, of.a recent invention

The power of a marine internal- 
combustion engine is proportioned 
between the propulsion of the 
vesael and tho driving of a winch 
or windlass through suitable 
change-speed gear.
